For  the  first  time,  Emerson  College  offers  students  in  thea¬ 
tre  the  opportunity  to  pursue  academic  studies  in  their  field  in  combina¬ 
tion  with  an  extensive  program  of  practical  experience  for  a  seven  week 
summer  term  in  an  attractive  vacation  setting. 

The  Emerson  College  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  was 
created  to  make  a  responsible  contribution  to  the  creative  mind.  To  that 
end,  the  program  for  1965  makes  provision  for  six  academic  credits  in 
addition  to  the  practical  experience  to  be  gained  by  staging  three  plays 
during  the  seven  week  period.  Enrollment  for  the  program  is  severely 
limited  in  order  that  each  student  may  derive  the  maximum  of  individ¬ 
ual  consideration  from  the  center's  academic  staff  of  eight. 

The  Center  spreads  over  nearly  eighty  acres  on  Crystal 
Lake  in  the  woods  of  southern  Maine.  The  area  is  just  over  thirty  miles 
northwest  of  Portland  and  less  than  forty  miles  east  of  North  Conway, 
New  Hampshire. 

In  the  town  of  Harrison,  it  is  built  around  the  Deertrees 
Theatre,  a  400-seat  house  that  has  been  used  to  stage  every  style  of  pro¬ 
duction  effectively.  It  is  here,  in  the  afternoons  and  evenings,  that  the 
student  will  put  to  use  that  which  he  has  studied  during  his  morning 
classes.  Working,  studying,  and  living  at  the  Center  offer  the  theatre  stu¬ 
dent  a  superior  opportunity  to  direct  all  his  energies  to  the  disciplines 
within  which  he  works. 

The  residential  colony  of  the  Center  is  adjacent  to  the 
Deertrees  Theatre.  Its  lake-front  location  offers  students  many  recrea¬ 
tional  opportunities  such  as  swimming,  boating,  water-sk’mg,  ancj  tennis. 

There  is  much  to  be  gained  from  the  concentrated  course 
of  study  offered  this  summer  by  the  Emerson  College  Center  for  the  Per¬ 
forming  Arts.

On  April  19,  1775  when  "the  shot  heard  ’round  the  world'"  was  fired  at 
Lexington  Green,  the  people  of  Concord  hid  their  stores  from  the  British  and  planted 
cannon  in  the  furrows  of  the  fields  surrounding  the  town.

Several  members  of  the  community  have  gathered 
to  share  their  differing  accounts  of  that  battle,  to  express  how  they  feel,  and  most 
importantly,  to  discover  how  they  can  support  each  other  through  the  trials  that 
inevitably  would  lie  ahead.  You  have  been  invited  to  gather  with  them,  share  a 
dance  and  a  song,  and  shake  hands  across  the  centuries.  "Forward.  .  .or  rather. 
Backwards!  .  .  .March!!"

Michael  Bennett  is  a  driving  force  in  the  field  of  musical  theatre. 
A  dancer,  choreographer,  director  and  author,  Mr.  Bennett  has 
received  many  prestigious  awards  throughout  his  illustrious 
career.  The  Musical  Theatre  Society  of  Emerson  College  becomes 
one  of  many  such  organizations  to  pay  tribute  to  this  fine  artist. 

Mr.  Bennett’s  theatrical  career  has  been  long  and  diversified.  He 
has  choreographed  five  Broadway  musicals:  A  Joyful  Noise, 
Henry,  Sweet  Henry,  Promises  Promises,  Coco,  and  Company, 
winning  five  Antoinette  Perry  (“Tony”)  nominations  in  the 
process,  and  two  Drama  Desk  Awards  as  well.  He  was  the  recipi¬ 
ent  of  two  Tony  Awards  in  1972  as  co-director  and  choreog¬ 
rapher  of  Follies.  He  made  his  directorial  debut  in  1973  as  a 
dramatic  director  of  the  non-musical  success,  Twigs.  In  1974,  Mr. 
Bennett  directed  and  choreographed  Seesaw,  for  which  he  won  a 
Tony  for  choreography,  and  the  Los  Angeles  Drama  Critics 
Circle  Award- 1974  for  his  direction. 

A  Chorus  Line,  which  he  conceived,  directed,  and  chore¬ 
ographed,  won  the  1975  New  York  Drama  Critics  Circle  Award 
for  Best  Musical,  with  Mr.  Bennett  receiving  the  prestigious 
Pulitzer  Prize  for  his  efforts.  In  1976,  A  Chorus  Line  was 
nominated  for  twelve  Tony  Awards  and  received  nine,  including 
Best  Director  and  Best  Choreographer  for  Mr.  Bennett.  In  April 
of  1976,  Michael  Bennett  was  awarded  the  1976  Dance  Magazine 
Award  and  the  United  States  Institute  of  Theatre  Technology 
Award,  both  for  distinguished  achievement  as  a  Director- 
Choreographer  in  the  American  musical  theatre.  In  1978,  Mr. 
Bennett  directed  and  choreographed  an  adaptation  of  the  CBS 
television  presentation,  Queen  of  the  Stardust  Ballroom.  These 
efforts  culminated  into  the  Broadway  musical,  Ballroom,  starring 
Dorothy  Loudon  and  Vincent  Gardenia. 

In  recognition  of  these  accomplishments,  the  Musical  Theatre

The  Knave  of  Hearts 

Once  upon  a  time 

There  was  a  Senior  at  Emerson  College  who  conceived  the  happy 
idea  that  it  would  be  an  interesting  adventure  in  the  field  of  dramatics 
to  put  on  some  plays  for  children.  She  enlisted  a  little  band  of  student- 
actors.  The  plays  were  produced  at  the  College.  They  scored  a  hit 
from  the  start.  There  was  demand  for  more,  and  more  were  produced. 
All  this  happened  in  the  Spring  of  1919.  The  Senior’s  name  was 
Imogene  Hogle  (now  Mrs.  Charles  Putnam) . 

The  first  plays  were  produced  in  a  purely  experimental  frame  of  mind 
— not  even  the  founder  dreamed,  then,  of  the  institution  that  was  to 
be  established  upon  her  suggestion.  Yet  back  of  her  desire  for  dramatic 
adventure  there  was  a  serious  purpose.  She  hoped  that  the  idea  would 
prove  profitable  (educationally)  for  both  child-audiences  and  student- 
actors — awakening  in  the  one  a  love  for  good  drama  and  perfecting 
the  other  in  the  technique  of  the  art. 

Such  was  the  beginning  of  the  Children’s  Theater  at  Emerson  College 
— the  first  children’s  theater  in  Boston,  now  nationally  recognized.  The 
Senior  became  its  first  director  and  stayed  to  guide  its  destinies 
until  it  had  become  not  only  a  highly  valued  part  of  the  College  but 
of  the  Community  as  well.

The  wholesome,  worthwhile  plays  of  the  Children’s  Theater  are  an 
antidote,  discerning  parents  find,  for  the  low  morals  and  bad  art  too 
often  offered  youthful  eyes  or  ears  in  the  newspaper  comic  strips,  the 
movies  and,  latest  but  not  least,  the  "squawkies.”

While  the  majority  of  the  plays  produced  by  the  Children’s  Theater  at 
Emerson  have  been  the  famous  old  classics  that  the  children  love,  or 
adaptations  of  the  old  favorites,  a  number  of  original  plays  have  been 
presented  from  time  to  time. 

Sometimes  group  plays,  worked  out  as  class  problems  in  the  Play¬ 
writing  course,  have  been  found  worthy  of  production.  Other  plays 
have  been  contributed  by  members  of  the  faculty.  Not  infrequently

The  child, 
in  the  audience,  sees  the  whole  as  well  as  the  part.  Out  of  each 
character  and  out  of  the  story,  the  boy  or  girl  gets  more  of  what  the 
author  wanted  young  eyes  to  see  and  young  minds  to  understand 
about  life. 

To  insure  more  finished  productions  only  one  play  is  produced  each 
month — always  on  a  Saturday  afternoon — although  not  infrequently 
a  play  proves  so  popular  that  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  give  a  repeat 
performance.  Or  perhaps  the  student-actors  are  called  upon  to  present 
one  or  more  of  the  plays  in  some  suburban  community  under  the 
auspices  of  a  women’s  club,  a  church  society  or  some  other  local 
organization. 

In  this  way  the  scope  of  the  Theater’s  influence  is  broadened  and  a 
love  for  and  appreciation  of  good  dramatic  literature  is  inculcated  in 
children  of  other  communities.

The  Children’s  Theater  provides  a  workshop  or  dramatic  laboratory  at 
Emerson.  Not  only  do  student-actors  become  more  proficient  in  the 
art  of  acting  before  the  critical  child-audiences  but  students  who  take 
the  courses  in  Costume  and  Theater  Design,  Make-up  and  Playwriting, 
Story  Telling  and  Community  Singing  find  here  a  proving  ground  for 
putting  their  skill  to  the  test. 

Costumes  and  stage  settings  for  Children’s  Theater  productions  are 
designed  and  executed  in  this  workshop  by  students.  The  Make-up 
classes  co-operate  also — and  it  is  nothing  unusual  to  make  up  a  cast 
of  fifty  or  sixty  for  a  single  production. 

Between  the  acts  students  from  the  Story  Telling  and  the  Community 
Singing  courses  are  called  upon  to  keep  the  restive  child-audiences 
amused  and  interested,  by  telling  them  stories  or  leading  them  in 
songs,  while  back  stage  those  who  are  studying  the  technical  side  of 
the  theater  work  out  their  problems  in  stage  lighting  and  stage 
carpentry.

What  is  most  astonishing  about  the  theatre  of  Boston  is  its  vitality.  Theatres 
disappear  and  others  take  their  places.  Earnest  companies  of  actors  try  and  try 
again  and  then  fold,  only  to  be  succeeded  by  still  others,  full  of  the  kind  of 
excitement  only  live  theatre  can  generate  in  the  young.  Styles  change,  au¬ 
diences  change,  stars  who  seemed  likely  to  go  on  forever  yield  their  places  to 
newcomers,  but  the  theatre,  adjusting  to  new  demands,  sloughs  off  the  old 
and  puts  on  the  new. 

When  I  began  reviewing  plays  in  1934  for  the  old  Boston  Post,  this  was  a 
tryout  town,  and  the  actors  sang  about  it: 

“Another  openin’,  another  show 
It  may  be  Boston,  or  Baltimo’  ” 

That’s  over  now.  Except  for  the  good  Lily  Tomlin,  who  keeps  coming 
back  like  a  song,  we  don’t  get  the  new  ones  that  used  to  roll  through  here 
from  New  Haven,  on  the  way  to  Broadway.  But  the  Shubert  and  the 
Colonial  are  still  proudly  here  to  offer  great  stages  for  productions  of 
distinction  that  have  already  been  tested  and  proved  on  Broadway. 

In  my  time,  we  have  lost  such  playhouses  as  the  Hollis  Street  Theatre,  which 
disappeared  when  .the  street  where  it  lived  was  obliterated;  the  Plymouth, 
whose  stage  stood  under  what  is  now  the  Transportation  Building;  the 
Copley,  which  was  bulldozed  to  make  way  for  Copley  Place  and  the  old 
Boston  Opera  House  on  Huntington  Avenue.  All  are  sorely  missed. 

But  the  Repertory  T  heatre  of  Boston,  which  opened  in  ’25  as  a  resident 
showcase  and  closed  under  the  onslaught  of  the  first  talkies  five  years  later, 
has  been  reclaimed  and  renewed  grandly  by  the  Huntington  Theatre  com¬ 
pany  under  the  auspices  of  Boston  University;  the  Loeb  Drama  Center  of 
Harvard  University  has  opened  its  doors  to  the  American  Repertory 
T  heatre,  an  extraordinary  acting  company  working  on  the  frontier  of  ex¬ 
perimentation,  and  little  troupes  like  the  Lyric  Stage  and  the  New  Ehrlich  and 
others  have  created  their  own  playhouses. 

Emerson  College  has  restored  and  renewed  the  grandeur  of  the  old 
Majestic,  and  Robert  Merowitz  is  in  the  process  of  reclaiming  the  lovely 
Wilbur,  converting  one  of  the  great  American  tryout  houses  into  a  smaller 
home  for  plays  already  proved. 

The  City  has  created  and  is  developing  a  most  promising  Cultural  District, 
proper  and  proud  setting  for  old  theatres  and  such  other  temples  of  the  arts 
as  the  Wang  Center,  home  of  the  Boston  Ballet,  and  the  Opera  House, 
where  music  of  the  grandest  sort  is  produced  in  an  atmosphere  of,  shall  we 
say,  happy  turbulence. 

It’s  all  lively,  fresh  and  vital.  Things  have  changed,  but  today  things  are 
much  more  stimulating  in  Boston  than  they  are  in  Baltimo’.

Welcome  to  the  Emerson  College  Theatre 

Originally  called  the  Majestic,  the  theatre  is  of  historical  interest  as  one  of 
three  theatres  erected  for  the  city  by  one  of  its  leading  citizens,  merchant  and 
music  patron  Eben  Dyer  Jordan  (1 857-1 9 1 6).  Jordan’s  father  was  the  founder 
of  the  Boston  dry  goods  firm  of  Jordan  Marsh  8c  Company. 

Jordan’s  natural  talents  and  public  spirited  nature  led  him  to  become 
involved  with  the  city’s  musical  institutions.  After  his  father’s  death,  he  took 
the  elder  Jordan’s  place  as  a  member  of  the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music.  There  he  made  possible  the  construction  of  a  fine  concert  auditorium, 
which  was  named  Jordan  Hall  in  his  honor. 


Jordan  was  particularly  fond  of  vocal  music.  In  1907  he  funded  the  winter 
season  of  the  San  Carlo  Opera  under  the  direction  of  Henry  Russell.  Per¬ 
formances  were  held  at  the  Majestic,  which  had  been  constructed  by  Jordan  in 
1901-3.  In  a  history  of  the  Boston  Opera  Company,  the  1907  opening  of  the 
San  Carlo  Opera  at  the  Majestic  has  been  described  as  “magnificent  by  all 
accounts,”  an  event  which  “foreshadowred  the  elegance  of  the  Boston  Opera 
Company’s  opening.” 

The  Majestic  opened  on  February  16,  1903  with  a  musical  fantasy  called 
“The  Storks”  starring  the  popular  actor  Richard  Carle.  In  January  1904  the 
management  announced  that,  because  of  its  small  stage,  the  Majestic  was  to  be 
ranked  a  “Dollar  House”  and  put  on  the  popular  circuit.  “First  Class” 
attractions  were  henceforth  to  be  booked  into  the  new  Globe  Theatre  on 
Washington  Street,  which  had  a  larger  stage.

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In  March  1906  the  Shubert  brothers  bought  out  Marsh's  interest  in  the 
Majestic  and  again  began  booking  first  class  dramatic  and  musical  attractions 
into  the  Majestic.  The  theatre  remained  in  use  for  live  theatre  as  part  of  the 
large  Shubert  chain  until  1956. 

Two  former  Shubert  theatres,  the  Colonial  and  Wilbur,  remained  in  use  for 
dramatic  productions.  Three  other  former  Shubert  theatres,  the  Majestic, 
Copley  and  Plymouth,  became  movie  houses.  As  part  of  the  Sack  chain,  the 
Majestic  was  renamed  the  Saxon. 

The  Majestic  Theatre  is  an  outstanding  example  of  Beaux  Arts  classicism 
notable  for  its  momumental  terra  cotta  exterior  and  its  richly  ornamented 
interior.  Also  significant  is  the  fact  that  the  Majestic  is  the  only  known  Boston 
work  by  the  nationally-renowned  architect  John  Galen  Howard. 

Beaux  Arts  is  not  a  common  style  among  Boston’s  turn-of-the-century 
buildings.  Local  architects  much  preferred  the  more  conservative  Renaissance 
Revival,  which  was  more  practical  and  suitable  for  general  commercial  use. 
The  Majestic,  constructed  during  the  height  of  popularity  of  Beaux  Arts 
classicism  in  the  United  States,  is  among  the  city’s  finest  remaining  examples. 

The  Majestic  exterior  exemplifies  a  number  of  important  Beaux  Art 
characteristics.  The  theatre  has  a  commanding  presence  which  asserts  itself  on 
the  streetscape.  Basic  design  elements  are  derived  from  Greek  and  Roman 
sources,  but  the  shape  of  these  elements  is  freely  interpreted  rather  than 
imitated. 

Technically,  the  design  of  the  Majestic  has  a  number  of  unique  features 
which  result  in  excellent  sight  lines  and  acoustical  quality.  The  theatre  was  the 
first  in  Boston  to  be  constructed  without  balcony  supporting  colunns.  The 
Theatre  was  also  the  first  to  freely  exploit  the  possibilities  of  electricity. 
Rather  than  simulating  older  forms  of  illumination  such  as  the  candelabra  and 
chandelier,  the  electric  fixtures  are  integrated  into  the  architectural  fabric. 
The  use  of  recessed  lighting  intensifies  the  drama  of  the  vast  auditorium 
space. 

The  interior  of  the  Majestic  also  demonstrates  the  high  standards  of  turn- 
of-the-century  craftsmanship.  A  nationally  known  New  York  artist,  William 
de  Leftwich  Dodge,  was  commissioned  to  paint  the  lunettes  in  the  lobby.  The 
Majestic  murals,  along  with  the  original  Numidian  marble  colunns,  may  be 
viewed  from  the  mezzanine  promenade. 

Next  to  the  Theatre  is  an  alley,  originally  called  Van  Rensselaer  Place  and 
later  referred  to  as  both  “Allen’s  Alley”  and  “Majestic  Alley.” 

Although  the  2nd  Balcony  has  been  closed  since  the  early  1940s,  all  of  the 
original  seats,  with  a  hat  rack  under  each,  are  still  in  place.  The  balcony  has 
one  of  the  steepest  rakes  ever  constructed. 

Both  musicals  and  straight  plays  played  the  theatre,  as  well  as  silent  films 
complete  with  a  large  pit  orchestra  and  off-stage  sound  effects.

Robert  Merowitz  has  become  known  as  one  of  the  most  active  participants 
in  the  revitalization  of  the  Theatre  District.  He  began  in  April  1984  with  the 
acquisition  of  the  Bradford  Hotel.  Less  than  a  year  later,  in  January  1985,  he 
entered  into  an  agreement  to  bring  the  New  York  City  Jukebox  to  the 
Bradford  Hotel.  Three  months  later,  in  April,  he  began  a  joint  venture  with 
James  Daley  to  restore  the  Bradford  Hotel  and  transform  it  into  The  Quality 
Inn-Downtown  Boston.  In  June  1988,  he  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
same  owners  of  the  Jukebox  to  open  The  Roxy,  Boston’s  ballroom  nightclub. 
In  March  1988,  after  two  years  of  negotiations,  Mr.  Merowitz  persuaded  New 
York’s  famed  Stage  Delicatessen  to  open  their  first  East  Coast  expansion  in 
the  Quality  Inn.

Boston’s  historic  Colonial  Theatre  owned  by  Martin  S.  Berman.  Since  then, 
working  with  producer  Jon  B.  Platt,  the  Colonial  has  completed  the  best  fall 
season  in  many  years. 

In  1989  Mr.  Merowitz  purchased  the  Wilbur  Theatre  and  is  intimately 
involved  in  the  operation  and  renovation  of  this  theatrical  jewel.

THE  LEGACY  OF  COLE  PORTER 


By  Lawrence  W.  Fineberg 


Today  the  musical  theatre  is  concerned  with  serious  themes.  The 
books  for  musicals  are  written  with  integration  in  mind  —  everything 
must  mesh  into  the  overall  whole.  When  this  formula  works,  as  in  "West 
Side  Story"  or  "Cabaret,"  the  results  can  be  exciting  and  thrilling  thea¬ 
tre,  both  dramatically  and  musically.  Too  often  though,  the  songs  must 
be  so  closely  integrated  into  the  story  that  they  never  stand  alone.  They 
work  well  in  their  narrow  context,  but  in  most  cases  cannot  be  sung  be¬ 
yond  the  confines  of  the  show.  And  ultimately,  the  test  of  a  fine  score 
is  its  popularity  and  subsequent  longevity.  "Anything  Goes"  is  a  peren¬ 
nial  favorite  because  of  its  score.  The  original  plot  dealt  with  the  effects 
of  a  shipwreck  on  the  characters,  but  when  a  real  maritime  disaster  oc- 
cured  just  as  the  show  was  about  to  go  into  rehearsal,  revisions  became 
necessary.  Howard  Lindsay  and  Russell  Crouse,  the  new  librettists, 
shrewdly  centered  their  plot  around  Cole  Porter's  songs,  making  the 
music  the  important  thing  in  "Anything  Goes."  At  least  ten  of  the 
original  numbers  remain  favorites  today.  The  music  in  part  accounts  for 
this,  but  the  lyrics  too  remain  snappy  and  pertinent,  and  have  dated  far 
less  than  one  might  expect  since  they  were  written  over  thirty  years  ago. 
When  Porter  was  alive  his  detractors  said  that  he  was  a  self-indulgent 
writer  sacrificing  character  and  plot  for  his  next  "bon  mot,"  or  witty  turn 
of  phrase.  Certainly  his  lyrics  do  not  lack  wit,  but  they  also  contain  a 
rather  remarkable  mixture  of  distinctiveness  of  mood,  character,  and 
situation.  Take  the  song  "I  Get  A  Kick  Out  of  You."  It  is  a  love  song 
sung  by  Reno  Sweeney,  the  heroine.  It  would  have  been  simple  for  a  man 
of  Porter's  abilities  to  write  simply  that  —  a  love  song.  But  instead,  the 
lyrics  reveal  a  great  deal  about  Reno,  and  we  see  that  this  exuberant  and 
boisterous  woman  has  another  side  —  a  rather  wistful  and  melancholy 
one.  As  such,  it  makes  her  love  more  real  for  us,  and  makes  her  more 
interesting  as  a  person.  The  lyrics  give  her  dimension.  In  "Take  Me 
Back  To  Manhattan,"  we  have  a  song  in  praise  of  New  York  City.  Now 
thousands  of  songs  have  been  written  about  that.  Perhaps  this  one  sur¬ 
vives  because  Porter's  love  for  Manhattan  is  not  entirely  oblivious  to  its 
shortcomings  "that  dear  old  dirty  town." 

And  so  it  goes.  In  all  his  songs  you  find  more  than  the  requisite 
doling  out  of  rhymes.  Everywhere  there  are  evidences  of  concentrated 
thought  and  effort  that  will  not  settle  for  the  first  thing  that  comes  to 
mind.  This  special  kind  of  magic  is  Cole  Porter's  legacy  to  the  musical 
theatre.  It  has  brought  excitement  and  happiness  to  theatregoers  every¬ 
where,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  for  a  very  long  time  to  come.
